Am important Day 


A few years ago, a U. S. Supreme Court Justice is credited with 
remarking that if the Bill of Rights were to be voted on today, he 
doubted that it would pass. The Bill of Rights, like the rest of the 
,U. S. Constitution and other great documents that came into being 
during the formation of our country, are the basis of all that has 
{been accomplished in the United States in the past two centuries. 
We will shortly he commemorating the adoption of one of the 
g. latest of these documents—the Declaration of Independence. 

" In 1776, the American colonies declared their independence from 
Great Britain. And so began “the great experiment” in self-gov¬ 
ernment. As we approach another July 4, we should not let the 
tumult of the purposeless dissenters blind us to the everlasting need 
0 $ preserving the spirit and form of the political system that was 
bequeathed to us by our forefathers.

Sebago Lake in Maine seems 
ik> be back on the road to recov¬ 
ery. Sabago has long been known 
as a landlocked salmon fisher¬ 
man’s haven. Then in the late 
oO’s and early 60’s the salmon 
fishing rapidly deteriorated. Two 
fisheries biologists Stuart De- 
Roche and Dick Anderson began 
a. study of the lake and soon 
found that the smelts and other 
small fish, valuable food for sal¬ 
mon, were disappearing. They 
also discovered that salmon and 
salmon eggs contained undesir¬ 
able concentrations of DDT. 

They enlisted the co-oporatoon 
of camp owners to stop spraying 
f DDT. Also, salmon stocking 
loolicdes were somewhat revised. 

The result has been a rapid 
'increase of the smelt population 
end resulting increase in salmon 
[growth, and Sebago fishermen 
mre much happier. This year’s 
fish have averaged about a 
pound-end-dialf, according to Car¬ 
roll Cutting of East Sebago, an 
interested citizen who keeps rec¬ 
ords of Sebago catches for the 
Pish and Game Dept. 

The smelt run this spring was 
•one of the best in the state. At 
one time, wardens and biologists 
observed a five mile long school 
of smelts in the Songo and Crook¬ 
ed rivers.
